Action Held in Abeyance. 
"This action is only being held 
in' abeyance for the time being s» 
as not to jeopardize a possible so- 
lution of the. Lingle murder itseli." 
The search, for James (Bed) For- 
sythe. alias Fawcett, who has been 
identified by some 
witnesses a» 
closely answering the description or 
the actual slayer of Lingle, was De- 
Ing-pushed vigorously, with new in- 
formation coming to light concern- 
ing Forsythe's past. 
The police indicated their bellei 
that Forsythe was one of three me* 
who shot and killed "Big Tim- 
Murphy in front of his home two 
years ago. They also said Forsytne 
was involved in the slaying of Jonn 
Hand, one of the other two respon- 
sible for the Murphy murder. For- 
sythe, hand and Frank Noonan, tne 
third man in the murderers' car, 
police said, gave themselves- up 
shortly after the Murphy killing- 
Police held them a short time ana 
then freed them, saying they "haa 
nothing on them:"

"muscle men" for the. unions in tne

Agricultural College Is 


Host To Crops and 


Soils Men. 


Crops and soils men from the 


corn belt states spent all day Tues- 
day looking over the experimental 
work being done at the University 
of Nebraska experiment station. 
Early in the morning they visited 
the green houses where tests are 
run under the perfect control of soil 
and climatic conditions. The re- 
mainder of the day was spent at 
the university farm east of Have- 
lock, where they learned the fol- 
lowing things: 
Eighteen tons of manure every 


four years has given the greatest 
increase in yield of any fertilizer 
experiment conducted by the uni- 
versity on this farm. Applications 
of three tons per acre each year 
have been better than the same 
amount of manure dumped on the 
land every two years, three years, 
and four years. Commercial ferti- 
lizers have not increased the yield 
of crops on this university farm, al- 
though they have grven good re- 
sults on other farms in the same 
neighborhood. 
It is not necessary to have an ab- 


solutely uniform stand of corn in 
order to get moisture yields, tests 
have shown. If a hill has only one 
stalk, the ear will probably be big- 
ger and the surrounding hills of 
corn will also be better to make up 
the total yield of the field. 


Deep Plowing: Increases Yield. 
Deep plowing has also increased 


the yield of corn, furrow openers 
have shown no increase in yield, and 
listing has been about equal to sur- 
face planting in the tests at Lin- 
coln. Plowing for wheat in July and 
disking the ground in August to kill 
weeds and pack the soil, has been 
the best way to prepare land for 
winter wheat. Disking the stubble in 
July and plowing it in August has 
been almost as good a method. 
Plowing five to se^en inches deep 
has given as good a yield as deeper 
plowing. 


Alfalfa on land which has been 


in alfalfa before is entirely depend- 
ent on annual rain fall. "The sub- 
soil moisture on the high land of 
southern Nebraska is entirely ex- 
hausted by a five-year old crop of 
alfalfa. It is estimated that it will 
take 200 years to restore this mois- 
ture with the annual rainfall in 
this section of the state. Half a crop 
is all that can be expected when a 
man seeds alfalfa the second tune 
on a piece of land. 
Sudan grass yields 68 per cent as 


much forage as black amber cane, 
a 
twelve year 
experiment 
has 


shown. Sudan grass is a much bet- 
ter and safer pasture than cane, 
however. 


Nothing has been gained by 
planting corn extremely early, ac- 
cording to another experiment. The 
prime object of cultivation is to 
prevent weed growth in corn fields, 
although four cultivations are bet- 
ter than merely scraping the ground 
to keep down the weeds. Scraping 
the top of the soil gave a 93 per 
cent yield compared to 100 percent 
for four cultivations.

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THE PRICE OF PROGRESS. 
These are the specific financial proposals which 


the voters of Lincoln will be asked to pass upon at 
the election In August: 


1.—An increase of $180,000 in the general main- 


tenance fund of the city, out of which must come 
all of the running expenses of government. 


2.—A specific levy, raising $25,000 a year for ten 


years, to be devoted to a new building or build- 
ings replacing old and antiquated structures now 
housing the fire, police and health departments. 


3.-^A specific levy, raising $50,000 a year for ten 


years, for the purpose of making necessary exten- 
sions of storm and sanitary sewers. 


4.—The proposed levy for park development re- 


mains the same as last year, $120,000. Under the 
proposals, however, the mill levy for parks is done 
away with and the item is cairied in the budget 
as "extra expense." 
That is the most simple form to which the program 


prepared by Mayor Don L. Love and his associates 
may be reduced. It is conservative and sane. It does 
not call for a crushing increase in taxation but it is 
a long term plan, calculated to provide for the needs 
of Lincoln for some years to come. It is, in short, 
applying sound, far sighted business judgment to the 
problems of city government, for business which is 
intelligently directed and managed looks not only to 
the present but to the future. 


The present city budget, approved ten years ago, 


places a limit of $500,000 upon the general expendi- 
tures of the city. In that same period of time the 
population of Lincoln has increased 20,971, a gain of 
21 per cent, or double the growth registered during 
any decade of -the present century. The problems of 
city finance are those of the individual. When the 
family increases, its expenses are greater. Likewise 
when the city extends its boundaries, and attracts 
thousands of people to it, it is inevitable- the expenses 
of city government should increase. 
* * •

Since 1920 the 
suburbs of Bethany, College 


View, Normal, University Place and Havelock have 
become a part of Lincoln, upon their own initiative 
as expressed in referendums on the issue of annexa- 
tion. They were naturally a part of the city. -Their 
growth, coupled with the expansion of the corporate 
limits of Lincoln, brought them together physically. 
The budgets of the four suburbs—University Place, 
Bethany, College View and Havelock—aggregated 
$125,000. When that burden was transferred to the 
general maintenance fund of Lincoln automatically 
it added $126,000 a year to the operating expenses. 


But that is not the full story of the financial prob- 


lems confronting the taxpayers of the capital city/ 
Its police department has been undermanned and 
is more inadequate new that additional property in 
the annexed suburbs is placed under its care. There 
has not been a new piece of fire equipment purchased 
since 1925. The city library is today occupying the 
same quarters which housed it thirty years ago.. 
When the Fire department unit housed at Tenth and 
Q streets was compelled to move because the quarters 
it occupied were condemned, an old barn was secured 
•which costs the city $1,300 in rentals. The Police and 
Health departments still occupy the condemned build- 
ing in inadequate and unsanitary quarters. Although 
the physical area of Lincoln has nearly doubled in 
ten years there have been no extensions of either 
sanitary or .storm sewers in the last eight years. 


It has been private initiative, not civic spirit and 


confidence and faith which has made it possible for 
Lincoln to record the most glowing story of progress 
of any community of its size in the Central West in 
the last ten years. There has been no timidity or 
Isck of foresight on the part of its citizens in the 
development of an impressive business and industrial 
district and the building of a beautiful residential 
community. The same courage applied to the finan- 
cial problems of the community, •which are nobody's 
business, and yet everybody's business, would have 
averted the present situation which confronts the 
community.

On the average home valuation of $2.500 the in- 


creases as.ked for will cost him $4" a year more in 
taxes than he paid in 1929. A home valued for tax 
purposes at $5.000 trill pay $8 a. year more. A home 
valued at $10.000 will pay $16 a year more. 


Surely that is not an excessive price to pay for 


progress. It means that Lincoln, a city of great na- 
tural beauty, of matchless educational opportunities. 
of a fine type of citizenship, the home of a great 
state university, a capitol which stands out. as one 
ol the greatest developments in modern architecture 
in the •world, prosperous and distinctive retail es- 
tablishments and jobbing houses, •will avail itself of 
the opportunity beckoning to it 


him ;and In the meantime the state pays board for 
him in a jail. 


This sort of thing, of course, continues because 


those having control of legislation and appropriations 
refuse to take the necessary steps to terminate it. 
Without doubt Ohio, Colorado and other states which 
have had horrible illustrations of the results of over- 
crowding prisons will immediately make appropria- 
tions for the purpose of providing adequate modern 
prison facilities, just as the federal government has 
done. It should not be necessary for Nebraska to go 
through with another outbreak with its attendant 
horrors, in order that legislators should see the ne- 
cessity of remedying the 
condition now known to 


exist. 


The prison situation has been for several years the 


most acute one in the United States. Attention has 
been called to it times without number, yet one legis- 
lature after another deferred action, passing the mat- 
ter along to the next one. Within the last two years, 
however, exactly those things which had been pre- 
dicted have been taking place, and it would seem that 
decisive action could no longer be postponed. Prison 
facilities must be enlarged and they must be im- 
proved, and it should not be necessary to wait for a 
murderous outbreak in every state before this is done.

distinguished grandfather, it's no easy task to select 
a name for him.

row mansion Sunday afternoon should be christened 
Charles' Augustus, Charles Dwight, or Dwight W., has 
agitated the nation far more than the serene and 
happy parents. For Charles, or Dwight, or whatever 
it may be, and the Associated Press reveals that 
Charles has been decided upon, with a decision yet 
to be made on the middle name, is the most precious 
baby in all of the world. 


It is a measure of the affection which the Ameri- 


can people have' for Colonel Lindbergh that they 
should wish his name to be perpetuated through the 
son born to him and his wife. No matter what the 
future may bring forth in the conquest of the air, the 
memory of a touseled haired young man, clambering 
alone into the cockpit of a glistening, white plane, 
and then bravely setting forth in the warming glow 
of breaking day to pierce the mists and fogs of the 
Atlantic, will never be completely effaced. 
Seventy- 


five years from now, when the flying colonel will have 
flown his last, the name Charley Lindbergh, if that 
little boy lives to ripe old age, will unlock the mem- 
ories- of the epochal flight of aviation. 


PURPOSE IN PLAY. 


The report of Earl Johnson, city recreation director, 


last week, on the first full week's activities of the 
city's playgrounds carried much of real significance 
to the city. Increase in size of a city always compli- 
cates the problem of providing suitable recreational 
opportunities for children. Lincoln is no exception. 


Every effort should be made to encourage the sort 


of a program that grows out of the general insight 
into the recreational problem as expressed by Mr. 
Johnson in his report to the recreation board last 
week. 


A special night is to be held each -week at each of 


the recreational centers. 
The "wheel night" of one 


week, the "stilt night" of the coming week are but 
samples. 
The prime purpose of these nights. Mr. 


Johnson pointed out, was not for the nights them- 
selves, but to give the boys something to do during 
then- spare time. Construction of the various spe- 
cialties each week provides an outlet-along sane lines 
for healthy enthusiasm. 
It provides opportunity for 


instruction in practical handcraft at the same time. 


The boy who has something to make is going to 


cause little serious trouble. The city can well afford 
to encourage such a program. Its expense is far less 
than that of the "juvenile court at the outset. And it 
has that satisfactory climax of development of whole- 
some youth which no merely reformatory and correc- 
tive agency can hope to achieve, however great its aid 
to the social community may be. 


Every effort should be made to get small play- 


grounds scattered through, the city so that every 
child may be within a half mile of a reasonably sat- 
isfactory recreational center. 


HUNGER FOR LIBERTY NOT ENOUGH. 


The most recent recommendation of the 
Simon 


commission with reference-, to India's affairs strikes 
deeply at the heart of the problem of self-govern- 
ment. 


The most serious obstacle which Gandhi has en- 


countered in his rebellion against British -rule in In- 
dia has been the realization by the vast majority of 
educated natives that without the restraining band oif 
the British government, 
various sections of India 


would be at each other's throat in a very short time. 
The Simon commission proposes an all-India federa- 
tion. It would group the states of the Indian princes 
and the provinces in a central body', with the indi- 
vidual units self governing and automomous in a 
constantly progressing degree according to the various 
capacities. 


In the case of India, the Philippines, or any other 


country, the mere hunger for liberty is not sufficient. 
In untrained hands freedom can become a frightful 
oppressor of the masses. The real problem, in India 
is educational and economic. 
Whatever may have" 


been British shortcomings heretofore, and they were 
probably many, the Simon commission, through its 
investigation and recommendations, 
has 
accom- 


plished more toward improving the • status of India 
than any individual or group. It has pointed out 
what must be done to fit India for self government. 
If its recommendations are followed, the unhappy 
land may confidently look forward to brighter days. 


INADEQUATE PRISON FACILITIES. 


After a prisoner -who had been sentenced to the 


penitentiary for forgery had broken Irom the county 
jail at Kearney, the Information reaches the public 
that no less than fifty convicted and sentenced men 
are being held in county jails throughout Nebraska, 
awaiting their turns to be received at the Lancaster 
prison. At the latter, originally constructed for the 
accommodation of 450 convicts, nearly 740 are being 
cared for at this time, this being made possible 
through the construction of temporary, makeshift 
quarters.

For the last two 
months I hare been eating every- 
thing including starches, etc., and 
hare lost on an average of -one 
pound a week- I have bad a cold for 
a month and do not seem to be able 
to set rid of it Have been taking 
medicines advised by the doctor, but 
they do not help. Do you think it is 
on account of losing so much 
•weight? 
I did weigh 240, and am 


now 153. r would feel fine if it TTCTC 
not for the cold, MISS S."5

ANSWER. 


Wnile reducing, one may take a 
cold just as at anv other time. Miss 
S. II this happens, it is advisable to 
KO righ}. back on to the mainten- 
ance diet and stop reducing waiS. 
the cold is better. I would not ad- 
vise taking much.bread or cereals, 
though, or tie flesh foods, for these 
are acid in reaction and during a 
cold or any other illness, it is doubly 
important'Jo have a strongly alka- 
line diet. Tatc potatoes instead of 
bread, and add more •vegetables, 
cream and butter ,milk and fruit 
to the diet. 


- Alter the cold is over you can go 
bacfc lo the reducing daet. 
You must look and leel 100 per 
cent better than you did- Eighty- 
five pounds excess is an awful load. 
You apparently hare ycur appetite 
trained so that you arc satisfiwJ 
with a small amount ol food. It is 
necessary, even in the reducing diet, 
to ha\e seme starches, you must re- 
member; otherwise the Jet isn't 
burned properly, and '» type of acld- 
losis comes on. 'This addosis fre- 
quently alfccts those who co on 
1 freak * diet* and 
eliminate 
all 
•starches.) At least 100 C. a day of 
some franklv carbc-hydratc food — 
one slice cf bread, or a medium

ture of the Puritan fathers in then- 
true colors. 


It 
is Samuel Eliot Morison's 


"Builders of the Bay Colony" and 
whether or not you care about New 
England history, it is thoroughly 
entertaining. 


In this collection of brief biogra- 


phies. Morison has tried to show 
the sinctrity and beauty in the lives 
of the Puritans, a side generally 
neglected for their gloomier as- 
pects. 
"Although religion was the dy- 


namic force which gave the Bay 
colony character and consistency," 
Morison finds, ''it was not an all- 
absorbing interest." 
The stern immigrants to a new 
world had their fighter moments, 
as when in 1627 they danced about 
a May pol& with Indian women as 
their playmates. 
Nor were they a drab people. 
"The Massachusetts puritans dis- 
liked extravagance," the 'historian 
found, "but they appreciated come- 
liness, wether in a ship, a house, 
or a woman: and they loved bright- 
colored paint on ships and houses— 
but not on women."" 
On great occasions they 
might 
even be gaudy. Governor Bradford 
wore a Turkey-red suit, and besides 
the familiar broad-brimmed, high- 
crowned, black felt hats of the car- 
toonists, his fellow-colonists also 
wore a sort of beret. 
Morison has happily chosen his 
characters for their typical lives, 
rather thau. the eminence they at- 
tained. 


Reconslrnctionist's Story. 
The reconstruction period in 
American history has been pretty 
thorouehly deplored by recent writ- 
ers. Now comes Henry Clary War- 
moth, reconstruction governor ol 
Louisiana, to excuse and defend 
the men "who upheld the flag" in 
the south. imxnudiat*3y after the 
civil war.

REDUCE SERVICE 


Expensive Competition 


Between Two Lines 


Is Eliminated. 


Cessation of expensive competi- 


tion for passenger patronage was 
declared Tuesday by the Burling- 
ton Bus company and the Inter- 


I state Transit company, bus sub- 
i sidiary of the Union Pacific rail- 
i road company, when the railway 
commission granted their joint ap- 
plications for schedule and rout- 
ing changes. 
The result of this order will 


eliminate 
duplication 
of 
service 


upon the part of the two com- 
panies, which has resulted in con- 
siderable loss to both. In some in- 
stances the Interstate Transit com- 
pany will leave the field clear for 
the Burlington in territory not 
served by the Union Pacific rail- 
road, and vice versa. 


The companies will operate co- 


operatively 
between Lincoln 
and 


Omaha, both using the same term- 
inals in the two cities and oper- 
ating on schedules which will not 
interfere with each other. In ad- 
dition tickets purchased will be in- 
terchangeable, and train tickets 
purchased will be honored, on the 
busses of either company. 


Fewer Omaha Trips. 


Heretofore, each company has 


been operating eight trips each 
way between Omaha and Lincoln, 
making a total of 16 trips each 
way, 
or almost half hour service. 


Under the new arrangement, the 
combined schedules will provide 
only eight trips each way daily. 


A number of changes have been 


made in the time schedules of 
busses between various points to 
provide better connections between 
the two systems. 


The general effect, is that each 


company will retain its bus serv- 
ice as supplemental to its train 
service 
without 
bus competition 


from the company not also oper- 
ating train service. Between those 
points where both companies op- 
erate train service, the bus serv- 
ice is co-ordinated. 


The Interstate Transit company 


will discontinue its bus service be- 
tween Nebraska City and Lincoln 
and that service will be taken up 
by the Burlington. The Burlington 
will discontinue operation between 
Hastings and Grand Island, leav- 
ing the business to the Interstate 
company.

Doctors Support Hoover

DETROIT, June 24— (fP) —The 


American Medical association today 
came to the support of President 
Hoover in his opposition to the lib- 
eralized "World war veterans pension 
bill.

If she feels that way about chil- 
dren I wouldn't want her to be 
training my child. In the first place 
people don't ask anything in return 
for love. In the next place how 
many children are bad enough to 
be all these things she has listed? 
Then she says that "When 
the 
children grow up these faults be- 
come more pronounced, 
making 


them uncompanionable, unreason- 
able and unmanageable as wives or 
husbands." She thinks it's not sur- 
prising that later the divorce courts 
are filled with these spoiled chil- 
dren, and that more work and dis- 
cipline for the 
children would 
empty some of the jails and the old 
people wouldn't be crowded off the 
sidewalks. "The country," says she, 
"wouldn't be filled then with gang- 
sters. We should love children 
wisely and demand that they fill 
their places in a way to make the 
nation proud, as assets not bur- 
dens." 
I think the teacher is wrong in 
starting out with the idea that the 
word is full of'wrong children fast 
developing into gangsters. 
Then 
too much demanding doesn't get 
children any farther than spank- 
ings. Children are people and have 
feelings, and they can be reasoned 
with and shown the light without 
being beaten into submission. Any 
spanking, no matter whether it 
hurts physically, has a deleterious 
effect upon little folks. Children 
remember every spanking they ever
